The reply filed on June 15, 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): In response to the prior art rejection of claim 34, applicant has stated that claim 34 has been modified to species of PEBA 
polymers containing Nylon 12; however, the claim has not been amended as argued. Applicant's argued Nylon 12 amendment 
pertains to the copoly(ether-ester-amide) copolymer as opposed to (a) the polyamide/polyether block (PEBA) copolymer, and 
applicant has not clearly established that the copoly(ether-ester-amide) copolymer is fully equivalent the polyamide/polyether block 
(PEBA) copolymer. Accordingly, applicant's response fails to adequately respond to the prior art rejection. Furthermore, it is noted 
that applicant's amendment to claim 34 raises issues of lack of antecedence, since "copoly(ether-ester-amide) copolymer" has not 
been previously referred to in the claim. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is 
given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply 
the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
